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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 1, 3-9, 12, and 15-23 are allowable. Non-elected Claims 28 and 29 have 
been cancelled as being drawn to a non-elected invention, applicant having elected 
without traverse in the office action filed April 5, 2004. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
While Resch et al., Ohnuma et al, Leiber et al., and Isono et al all disclose 

braking apparatus having front hydraulically actuated braking circuits for front brake 
circuits and rear brake circuits actuated by a controller to produce a frictional rear 
braking force and Ross et al disclose a hybrid brake system with front hydraulic brakes 
and rear electrically actuated brakes, none of these references taken either alone or in 
combination disclose using both pedal travel and pressurized fluid in controlling the rear 
brakes as claimed. In particular, the Ross et al reference does not monitor the 
pressurized fluid in the front brakes and so cannot adjust a control signal in the event of 
degraded performance. Further, Ross et al do not teach providing control in response to 
a pedal travel sensor, and adjusting the control signal in response to monitored front 
brake performance. Thus, even when Ross et al is combined with the hydraulic brake

systems disclosed in the Resell et al., Ohnuma et al., Leiber et al., and Isono et al 
references, the combination does not arrive at applicant's hybrid apparatus as claimed 
in either Claim 1 or Claim 12. 

It is for these reasons that applicant's invention defines over the prior art of 

record.
